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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/22/03 has been entered. 

Applicant's amendments and remarks have been received and reviewed. Claims 1-14, 16- 
19, 22, 23, 41-45 and 78-90 are now pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-14, 16-19, 22, 23, 41-45 and 78-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

i) The definition of "heteroaliphatic moiety" is so open-ended that the metes and bounds could 
not be ascertained. The definition embraces billions of radicals. 

ii) The upper limit of allowable heteroatoms in "heteroaryl" needs to be specified. 

iii) Claim 1 1 improperly depends from claim 10. A hydroxyalkyl group is not permitted in claim 
10. 

iv) In claim 41, the intended composition is a "pharmaceutical composition." Insertion of the 
term "pharmaceutical" is suggested. 

v) Claims 78-80 recite substituents. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claims from which these depend. No substituents are permitted in the independent claim. 
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vi) Claims 81-83 are species claims. Claims 84-88 depend on these claims and add additional 
limitations. It is not possible to narrow a species. Appropriate correction is required.
